The theme of our float 
was Indians —I guess that is what he 
thought we were. Maynard Sowers 
joined us to help sell refreshments at 
football and basketball games, pencils 
with football and basketball schedules 
on them and sell sweat shirts with a 
Lodi emblem on them. All this plus the 
proceeds from our class play, M_lliss, 
directed by Mrs. Eastman, went for the 
big affair of the year, our Junior and 
Senior Banquet held at Mazena’‘s on 
May 09.
